Federal SKortcomingrS' 

It is now some time since tlio .Vic- 
toria Cliamberof Uo»imorco took up 
the subject of, whnt may for conveni- 
ence sako bo designated, Federal 
sliortcomings. ^Yhat baa coiuo of 
it we are not aware. Like all groat 
bodies, we suppoae tho Chamber of 

- Commerce moves slowly. It has been 
se'en that the City Council are moving 
in the same direction. The immediate 
occasiou of tho expression of opinion 
on that subject was tho old quarauliue 
grievance. It will bo recollected that, 
in the Bummor of 1871, very soon after 
■union, this community wasviyited with 

. tJie Biuall'pox, and that a considerable 

" finimcial responsibility was incurred in 
enforcing quarantine regulations. Tho 
liabilities thus incurred amounted to 
something over twelve thousand dol- 
lars; and, inasmuch as "quarantine" 
is found among the list of Federal 
duties enumerated in the British Nortli 
America Act, the Dominion Govern- 
ment was looked to for payment. But, 
for BOme I'Oason or no reason, these 
bills still remain unpaid, to tho grovi- 
ous injustice of tho claimants and 
tho ouuoyanco and disgust of tlie city 
authorities. But, although this con- 
stituted tho immediate cause of the 
expression of opinion on Wednesday 
night, it is qui'e clear that the Council 
•will take up the wider and moro geiionil 
question of Feilend shortoominjjfs.inolml- 
ing raihviiy ami public works genenUly. 
Tlie movement of tlie.io two bodies will 
fcerve to show tho drift of jiopuliu- opin- 
ion and will not, it is hoped, ho niisioud 
either by the represontutivos or tho Gov- 
verument at Ottawa; and in this view wo 
heartily api>rove of it. Bnt we may l)o 
pertuit'ted to point out two or throe thiiig.s 
in counei^tiou with tho [)roponO(l notion of 
these two bodies. As is tho oiiso in most 
matters, there are tivo, ijorluips wo should 
Bay threei shades of opiuiou in regard to 
this question. There aro those who 

. would utterly and uaoonditionally con- 
demn the Qoverument and withdruw 
from it the coufidence and support of tho 
Province. There aro others who take tho 
position, espcciiilly with respect to tho 
railway, that, tho Government having 
done what they conld under tho eireuni- 
stanoes, British Columbia, taking the 

.- wilj for the deed, should refrain from any- 
thiijgr calcnlated to weaken or embarrass 
an Admiuistriition which h;is done so 
muoh and wnuld do ni'irc. Wor" one 
compelled to cUoose between tho t'.vo, wi.' 
readily confess to a ])reforenco f'u rho 
latter view. But wo contend that thcso 
-views represent the two extremes, mni 
that onr aim should bo to hii the • Imjiiiy 
medium." To this end, we desire to pro- 
Bi.nt, with due doforenco, a few thouglii.s 
for the consideration of tho bodii.'s ri;for- 
red to as well as the j.ul>lio goiior.diy. 
British Columbia owes it to herself lo 
Stand up manfully and //(.v,.,/ upon h-n- jr.-t 
rigUts— tlie faitliful fulUUuieut of tin- 
Federal treaty obligations. This is her 
duty and her interest, with whichever 
political party sho may have to deul; for 
ootb piirlies blu)ui(l bo given distinctly 
to undorstuiid tlmt \vhi'jlu;vi-ria in [lowor 
must bt» l)repiiioil to Ueej) faith with this 
Provinoo. 'i!<> disphiy unmanly weakness 
at this eurly and most critical stage 
of the relationship might entail 

tho most SRrioiis con^oipionces before the 
great works undertaken l).v tho Dominion 
shall liavQ btsen eomplol'od. Li'l not 
British Columbia commit the fatal error 
of allowing eitlier tho party now in power 
or tho party out of power to iinagini' 
that faith enn be broken with impunity. 
One fatal step in that direction would lead 
on to another, and there isnosa^ ing whei o 
it might end. Dignitifd tinnness now 
mny uvort no end "f trouble, and Britisli 
Columbia will most eH'cctually ensure 
amicable relations and .solf-rcsjjoct.as well 
as self-iDterost, by a becouiing e.Koi i-iso of 
that tirmneas now.

All iho ru^nliir dip- 
giugs coutinuo to yield well, ami ii num- 
ber of miuera have reaumod work on Negu 
Creek (long abandoned) with satisfactory 
results. The markets uro well siipidied 
and living was never so cheap before. 
Flour is bronptlit in from Walla "Walla 
and Bold at tiy, oQuia. Bacon is a drug in 
the luarkociit 18 to 20ctn, and fresh uieut 
abundant atS to lOols, other things being 
proportiouatuly low. The result of this 
iSthatfonr and tivo dollar diggings (of 
whiob there uio i)lonty) can be prolitably 
worked, and it is belie vod that next sea- 
HOD will see tlio i)oi)uliition greatly in- 
creased, iin<l time-n bi^tkn- than ever be- 
fore. The crops havi' l>iU)ii cx'-'t'licnt this 
year, and great pro^'res.s is !)eiiig miulo in 
agriculture antl stock-raising, for which 
the country presents rare natural advan- 
tages. The silver lead recently discovered 
on Kootenay river, by Amoricans, is 
thought to bo very rich. It isundorstood 
that a sample sont down to San Francisco 
assayed 8i.t huudrod dullarH to tlio ton; 
and Mr. Hirst, the great San Francisco 
quartz operator, was on his way up to hoo 
the mine.

.\t K o'clock the trumpeters of tlie Im- 
perial Guard, stationed on the roof of the 
Royal Castle, sounded forth tho choral, 
"Honor Alono to Ood on High," thus 
characteristically, and in keeping with 
Prussian devotional feeling, beginniug 
the day with a kind of righteous aet. 
;Short)y afterward the entire garrison of 
Berlin was marched to Konigslay, with 
bands playing and colors displayed, to 
take up positions around the Victory 
Monument. Tho members of tho royal 
family now began to arrivi-, and the pavil- 
ion wa-^ .toou tilled, 

Tliuud.'r.s of elieoring from tho Thicr- 
garten, i..)llowi'd ijy hoarse commands of 
ollicers and ela.slung of sabres and mus- 
kets as the troops came to attention, sig- 
nalled the approach ot tho Euqii.Tor, who 
immediately afterward rode uj) to the 
pavilion attmided by a brilliant staff. Ho 
was received with the Prussian imfhein 
and a getif ral suhite. Iniim^diately bo- 
hind him rode the Crown i'riuco, whilst 
slightly to the rear of the present and fu- 
ture Emperors rodo Frinces Frederick 
Charles, Albcooht, and Karl.
